A “success story" in 
the 
true 
manner is the story 
of 
George 
Knapp, a member of the St. Louis 
Republican staff for 
fifty-seven 
years, who began as an apprentice, 
worked up to part owner, and fin­ 
ally became president of the great 
newspaper organization. Not only 
did he make an important place 
for himself, but with his associate, 
Nathaniel Paschall, and his broth­ 
er, John Knapp, 
he 
introduced 
revolutionary changes 
in 
news­ 
paper publication in Missouri. 
Knapp was born in Orange coun­ 
ty, New York, on September 25, 
1814 
His father moved the fam­ 
ily to St. Louis in 1820, and six 
years later 
young 
Knapp 
was 
bound as an apprentice to Edward 
Charless, at that time editor of the 
Republican. 
From then until his 
death on September 18, 1883, fifty- 
seven years ago this week, George 
Knapp's life was linked with the 
first English newspaper established 
in the trans-Mississippi west. 
His apprenticeship was complet­ 
ed in 1834, and after two 
years’ 
work on the Republican as a jour­ 
neyman printer he became a part 
owner of the book and job p rint­ 
ing department. One year later, in 
1857. he became one of the prop­ 
rietors of the newspaper. 
Knapp, 
industrious and capable, did much 
to make the Missouri Republican, 
as it was then called, not only the 
most influential paper in the mid­ 
dle west but also one of the coun­ 
try's leading journals. 
With his associates he introduced 
steam-motive power in the shop of 
the Republican in February, 1848, 
and on August 27. 1848, released 
the first Sunday issue of that paper. 
They were the first publishers in 
the State to use the telegraph ex­ 
tensively in collecting news. The 
newspaper organization they built 
lasted until December 
4, 
1919,

The Republican, originally 
the 
Missouri Gazette, was not only the 
first English paper established in 
the trans-Mississippi west, but it 
was the first 
weekly, 
the 
first 
metropolitan newspaper, and 
the 
first permanent daily in the State. 
After Paschall's death in 
1866 
George Knapp played an import­ 
ant part in the editorial policy of 
the paper. 
His associate 
editor, 
William Hyde, gave him credit for 
being a journalist with the highest 
professional 
ethics. 
Knapp 
was 
no muckraker. 
His ambition was 
to publish a paper that might be 
read and enjoyed by the whole 
family as well as by business and 
professional people. 
He was a strong supporter of 
Whig principles before the break­ 
ing up of that party in the 1850s, 
but then he became a Democrat. 
Although he supported the Union 
during the Civil war. he was 
al­ 
ways an outspoken critic of Lin­ 
coln and his policies. 
Internal improvements interest­ 
ed Knapp, and he earnestly 
ad­ 
vocated them. 
He was a director 
of the Illinois and St. Louis Bridge 
Company, and helped promote the 
building of Eads bridge, one of the 
greatest projects of its type in the 
nineteenth century. 
He was also 
interested in the building of South­ 
ern Hotel, a famous St. Louis 
hostelry, and the Chamber of Com­ 
merce building. Because of his in­ 
fluence the Republican contributed 
liberally to a subscription fund for 
building the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
road. 
Knapp was one of the organizers 
of the St. Louis volunteer militia 
in 1835, the pride of St. Louisam 
for a quarter of 
a 
century. 
He 
went to Mexico in 1346 as lieuten­ 
ant of the St. Louis 
Grays, 
and 
when the company returned home 
he was made captain 
and 
later 
lieutenant-colonel. 
In 1862 he or­ 
ganized the Missouri 
Republican 
Guards, a company composed 
of 
his employees. 
At the time of his death in 1883. 
George Knapp was reported to be 
the oldest newspaper man in St. 
Louis. 
For many years afterward 
his family continued to direct the 
Republican.

8- 
petiny nails, small can of cresote 
or tar, a i aw, a hand axe and a 
chisel. The diagram T hew s how to 
even the sides of the hole with the 
axe, making a rough squ ire. From 
the lumber, rough out a piece to fit 
the hole. 
Apply creosote or tar 
to the plug C, and nail in place. 
If the den tree is not 
dead 
the 
outer layer of bark will eventually 
grow over the hole.

LEARNING TO WORK 


Young people need to learn 
to 
work and w ork experience should 
be made a part of the curriculum 
of high school. 
This is the asser­ 
tion of ten nationally-know n ed u ­ 
cators in a report published by the 
American Youth Commission 
of 
the American Council of 
E duca­ 
tion. 


Pointing to the “ interesting his­ 
torical fact that the early educa­ 
tional law* of the Am erican col­ 
onies explicitly provided that p ar­ 
ents should give 
their 
children 
training in some useful 
occupa­ 
tion.” 
The report explains that in 
earlier days, “parents w ere 
able, 
especially in agricultural occupa­ 
tions and in m any of the simpler 
craft, to teach work habits w ith­ 


out seriously 
interrupting 
their 
own activities.” 
But as industrial 
conditions changed, parents “could 
no longer adequately 
train 
their 
children in w ork.” The result, the 
report charges, is that 
"m anual 
w ork is now no longer a part of 
the education of a great num ber 
of young people." 
At present, 
according 
to 
this 
com m ittee 
of 
educators, 
work 
“does not have the 
sanction 
of 
traditional school practice”. How­ 
ever, “The ability to w ork steadily 
for eight hours is not 
a 
natural 
possession; it has to be acquired.” 
Praise is accorded 
governm ent 
youth work agencies for pointing 
the way to the inclusion of work 
experience in high schools. “The 
educational system of the United 
States will never again be w hat it 
w*os before the Federal agencies 
for youth began to provide work 
opportunities,” states the 
report, 
adding that the governm ent pro­ 
gram “has supplem ented in a high­ 
ly significant w*ny the nation's pro­ 
gram of education. 
It has culti­ 
vated confidence and m orale where 
the school failed to equip m any of 
its pupils to face the realities of 
practical living.” 
In spite of inadequate facilities 
in m any high schools for provid­ 
ing equipm ent and w*ages for pro­ 
ductive work, the 
report 
states 
that “The school can 
introduce 
productive w ork w ithout 
wages 
into its program in accordance with 
thoroughly legitim ate educational 
principles if it 
convinces 
young 
people that it is their duty to con­ 
tribute to com m unity w elfare . . . 
Schools can also put their pupils 
in contact with opportunities that 
give practical work training 
and 
prepare more directly than dot* 
ordinary school work for later em ­ 
ployment by arranging w*ith 
in­ 
dustries to give pupils part-tim e 
em ploym ent.” 
Work experience is im portant for 
all high school pupils, w hatever 
their future m ay be, according to 
the report, which 
says: 
“Those 
who are to enter the 
professions 
need to labor at some period 
in 
their lives in order to gain an u n ­ 
derstanding and 
appreciation 
of 
w hat labor is. Those who are going 
to earn their living by labor have 
a right to be trained u n d er com­ 
petent supervision so 
that 
they 
may enter on their careers under 
the most favorab’.e conditions pos­ 
sible.”

A “success story" in 
the 
true 
manner is the story 
of 
George 
Knapp, a member of the St. Louis 
Republican staff for 
fifty-seven 
years, who began as an apprentice, 
worked up to part owner, and fin­ 
ally became president of the great 
newspaper organization. Not only 
did he make an important place 
for himself, but with his associate, 
Nathaniel Paschall, and his broth­ 
er. John Knapp, 
he 
introduced 
revolutionary changes 
in 
news­ 
paper publication in Missouri. 
Knapp was born in Orange coun­ 
ty, New York, on September 25, 
1814 
His father moved the fam­ 
ily to St. Louis in 1820, and six 
years later 
young 
Knapp 
was 
bound as an apprentice to Edward 
Charless. at that time editor of the 
Republican. 
From then until his 
death on September 18, 188,3, fifty- 
seven years ago this week, George 
Knapp's life was linked with the 
first English newspaper established 
in the trans-Mississippi west. 
His apprenticeship was complet­ 
ed in 1834, and after two 
years’ 
work on the Republican as a jour­ 
neyman printer he became a part 
owner of the book and job print­ 
ing department. One year later, in 
1857, he became one of the prop­ 
rietors of the newspaper. 
Knapp, 
industrious and capable, did much 
to make the Missouri Republican, 
as it was then called, not only the 
most influential paper in the mid­ 
dle west but also one of the coun­ 
try's leading journals 
With his associates he introduced 
steam-motive power in the shop of 
the Republican in February, 1846, 
and on August 27. 1848, released 
the first Sunday issue of that paper. 
They were the first publishers in 
the State to use the telegraph e x ­ 
tensively in collecting news. The 
newspaper organization they built 
lasted until December 
4, 
1919,

After Paschall's death in 
1866 
George Knapp played an import­ 
ant part in the editorial policy of 
the paper. 
His associate 
editor. 
William Hyde, gave him credit for 
being a journalist with the highest 
professional 
ethics. 
Knapp 
was 
no muckraker. 
His ambition was 
to publish a paper that might be 
read and enjoyed by the whole 
family as well as by business and 
professional people. 
He was a strong supporter of 
Whig principles before the break­ 
ing up of that party in the 1850s, 
but then he became a Democrat. 
Although he supported the Union 
during the Civil war. he was 
al­ 
ways an outspoken critic of Lin­ 
coln and his policies 
Internal improvements interest­ 
ed Knapp, and he earnestly 
ad­ 
vocated them. 
He was a director 
of the Illinois and St. Louis Bridge 
Company, and helped promote the 
building of Eads bridge, one of the 
greatest projects of its type in the 
nineteenth century. 
He was also 
interested in the building of South­ 
ern Hotel, a 
famous St. Louis 
hostelry, and the Chamber ot Com­ 
merce building. Because of his in­ 
fluence the Republican contributed 
liberally to a subscription fund for 
building the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
road. 
Knapp was one of the organizers 
of the St. Louis volunteer militia 
in 1835. the pride of St. Louisans 
for a quarter of 
a 
century. 
He 
went to Mexico in 1846 as lieuten­ 
ant of the St. Louis 
Grays, 
and 
when the company returned home 
he was made captain 
and 
later 
licutennnt-colonel. 
In 1862 he or­ 
ganized the Missouri 
Republican 
Guards, a company composed 
of 
his employees. 
At the time of his death in 1883. 
George Knapp was reported to be 
the oldest newspaper man in St. 
Louis. 
For many years afterward 
his family continued to direct the 
Republican.
